As the comparative values will 
only change under exceptional cir- 
cumstances, a8 for example, where 
a new railroad passes through the 
locality, and as this is the third and 
last consideration, it will be noted 
that once a value is fixed there wit! 
uot be ‘very much change for some 
years. This being the case, pro- 
vision has been made for a valua- 
tion—by Municipal Distriets only 
once in five years, thus reducing 
the work in connection with the 
levying of taxes. The first valua- 
tion under this scheme will be the 
valuatien in the year 1920, the next 
in the year 1925, and so on. Pro- 
vision has of course been made for 
the valuation in any year of land 
which becomes liable to taxation 
during that year, so that the fact 
tbat the general valuation is only 
made every five years, will not ex- 
empt land from taxation ‘which be- 
comes liable to asseasment and tax-

‘Hawker’: 8 Career 


Record as an Aviator Is One of 
Astonishing and Almost Un- 
interrupted Success 

Harry G. Hawker’s career as a 
pilot, covering nine years, has reveal- 
ed an ability to draw a line between 
sheer recklessness and prudent daring 
which has been at once the amaze- 
ment and despair of his fellow flying 
men. Perhaps the secret of it is that 
what would be recklessness in an- 
other has in his case simply been good 
craftsmanship, because of his con- 
éummate skill and wonderful nerve 
and physical vitality. His record as 
an aviator is one of astonishing and 
alinost uninterrupted success. 

Hawkér was a Jad in Australia, his 
native land, when flying was in its 
infancy in England. His natural 
jastes turned him to motor-engines, 
and his love of adventure carried 
him to England in company with a 
half-dozen other young Australians. 
Two at least of his companions gain- 
ed distinction in the land of their 

‘ adoption. These were Lieut.-Col. 
Harry Bursted and Major Eric Har- 
rison, who became aviation officers: 

The boys brought their savings in 
their pockets and, once in the 
motherland, sought employment as 
mechanics. Hawker speedily found a 
berth with T. O. M, Sopwith, then 
just starting as a builder of airplanes. 
Hawker proved himself a_ skilful 

‘mechanic and a lad of intelligence, 
taught 
him to fly. 
; His development thenceforth was 
rapid. Having found his wings, he 
began to gain advertising for his em- 
ployer and himself by going after the 
prizes which were beginning to be of- 
fered. On October 24, 1912, in a Sop- 
with biplane patterned after the Am- 
*' erican Wright machine and powered 
with a 40-horse-power A.B.C. motor, 
he won the Michelin cup by setting a 
new endurance record of cight hours 
2 and twenty-thre@ minutes in the air. 
On May 31 following, in a Sopwith 
with an 80-horse power Gnome en- 
gine, he established a British altitude 
record of 11,450 feet. Two weeks 
later, with a passenger, he soared to 
12,900 feet. On the same day, he took 
up two passengers to 10,600 feet, and 
on July 27, three, to 8,400 feet. All of 
these were new British records.

{ last three years he has been the high- 
+ est paid airman in the world, his in- 


come during that time being reported 
to have been» upward of $100,000 a 
year, He lives on a comfortable scale 
at Kingston-on-Thames, where he has 
a wife and six months’ old daughter. 
He owns three Rolls-Ryce cars, in it- 
self an evidence of prosperity. The 
World correspondent at St. John's 
wrote of Hawker some time ago: 


“Here he has given no evidence of 
great income, He dresses almost in- 
differently, sometimes wearing a 
lounge suit whose most striking de- 
tail trousers with extreme peg tops, 
sometimes. wearing khaki tiding 
breeches, with gray golf stockings. 
He seldom appears without a cap 
whose vizor is drawn far forward and 
makes him still more boyish in ap- 
pearance, He doesn’t look a bit more 
than his thirty-one years at any time. 

“His telaxations while in St. John’s 
have been boyish. Almost nightly he 
took part in what his party called 
‘rag’some bit of good horse-play. 
One night, after a sotiffle, the bed of 
Capt. Michael H. Fenn, business 
manager of the trans-Atlantic expe- 
dition, was filled with crumbled dog- 
biscuit, Another night the party in- 
vadedthe room of Lieut. Lawrence 
Clement, meteorological officer, and 


snowballed him till he cried for 
mercy. 
“On still other nights he went to 


motion-picture shows. The last pic- 
—|ture he saw was one by Theda Bara, 
whom he thought a very bad actress. 
He and others of the party have re- 
ceived not a_ little social attention 
and have often gone out for tea.” 
Com, Mackenzie Grieve, R.N,, 
Hawker's navigator, has had far less 
of the limelight in his life than Haw- 
ker, yet in his line of endeavor he is 
a man of attainments, He is 28 years 
old, a wireless expert and a meteoro- 
logist, as well as flier, For a time 
during the war he commanded the 
cruiser Campania, mother ship of the 
British air squadron with the Grand 
Fleet.—New York World. 


Mystery Of The Sea 
Has Been’Solved 


Given Up For Lost, Reaches New 
York r 


Three months after the fifty-year 
old Norwegian bark, Superior, became 
a “mystery of the sea,” by disappear- 
ing off the Island of Bull in the Malay 
Archipelago, on a voyage from Manila 
to New York, the vessel arrived in 
New York May 20, with her captain 
unaware that his ship had been given 
up for lost. The crew was recruited 
in San Francisco before the ship sailed 
from that port for the Phillipines in 
December, 1918. 

Captain Hansen explained that after 
he and the crew, believing the Super- 
ior was going on the rocks, put out 
in two lifeboats, the wind veered and 
his own boat returned to the ship. 
Meanwhile the mate and six of the 
crew went ashore and, believing the 
vessel had been lost and that the cap- 
tain’ and other members had perished, 
sent a cablegram to the Norwegian 
American’ Trading Company, New 
York, charterers ot the vessel, saying 
that “it mysterious case.” A 
search by government authorities in 
the Phillipines failed to locate the 
vessel,

On A Passenger Plane 


New Parachute Device Which Has 
Been Invented for British 
Passenger Planes 


As you step*aboard the big Hand- 
ley-Page plane you put a light har- 
ness over your shoulders, to which a 
ring is attached, and take your seat 
with the 30-odd passengers in the 
travelers’ compartment. Should fire 
or other mishap occur in the air, you 
step to the revolving door which is 
the emergency exit. An attendant 
deftly hooks a life-line to your har- 
ness and you Walk out—on to the air. 
The turning of the door opens the 
case of your parachute outside, and 
as you drop clear of the machine the 
life-saver, already partly opened by 
breaker stripes, spreads to its full 
width and gently wafts you down to 
mother earth, That's how the new 
parachute device which has been in- 
vented for British passenger planes 
will operate.

Sir David Beatty oad Sirs Douglas 
Haig Made Important 
_ Speeches 

London, England—When Sir Da- 
vid Beatty, commaryler of the grand 
fleet, and Sir Douglas Haig received 
the freedom of London and a sword 
of honor at the Guildhall, as they did 
in the shadow of the statues of their 
famous predecessors in English his- 
tory, Nelson and Wellington, and on 
the very spot where the latter, as the 
Lord Chamberlain did not fail to re- 
mark, received the freedom of the city 
more than a century ago, they both 
made important speeches, 

Field’ Marshal Haig particularly 
urged inilitary preparedness in the 
future, and Admiral Beatty pointed 
out its usefulness in the navy in the 
past. 

Speaking first, as befitted the rep- 
resentative of the senior service, Ad- 
miral Beatty occupied much time in 
disclaiming any credit for the navy’s 
victories, placing it upon the should- 


ers of is men. Proceeding to the 
subject Of future policy, the Admiral 
declared his unalterable conviction 


that the British Empire depended en- 
tirely on tlre sea. ; 

More explicitly still, Field Marshal 
Haig, from the soldiers’ viewpoint, 
tirged that peace could only be pre- 
Served by adequate preparation for 
war. “There is all the difference-in 
the world,” he proceededy “between 
piling up vast armaments and the so- 
ber recognition of the fact that it is 
every man’s duty to be prepared to 
defend his country. My message to 
the nation, as a man who has seen 
enough of war, is that the war has 
given the empire an opportunity to 
set up a strong citizen army on strong 
territorial lines, in which every able- 
bodied citizen will not at any great 
crisis be an ignorant volunteer, but a 
trained man,” 


Germany And Revenge

Germany began to wiggle like an 
eel as soon as the allied peace terms 
were known, yet it is quite sure that 
they are already looking forward to 
the time when they can take their re- 
venge.

Rural Credits Movement 


Particulars of Working of the System 
in Manitoba 

The rural credits in 
Manitoba is growing steadily both in 
volume and usefulness, In 1917 there 
was one society in the province, 
which, during that year, issued loans 
amounting to $16,000, 
loans 
through ten societies, while this 
$851,925 has been appropriated 
loans through thirty-six societies. 
Fourteen other societies: will soon be 
actively operating, and loans through 
these will soon bring the total fo? the 
year past the million dollar mark. 

It is of interest to note that the 
largest amount of money borrowed 
through these societics for any one 
purpose is for the breaking of new 
land. This amounts this year to 
$233,792, or nearly 25 per cent. of the 
total. It is computed that this sum 
will provide for the bringing under 
cultivation of 30,000 acres of virgin 
prairie. Most of this land is in nor- 
thern Manitoba, and the experts ex- 
pect that in 1920 it may produce 600,- 
000 bushels of wheat. At an average 
price of $1.50 a bushel one crop from 
this land would pay all the credits 
which have been granted this year. 

The sum of $137,300 is provided 
for the buying of livestock, including 
cattle, horses, sheep and hogs, but 
chiefly the first two named, Many 
carloads of stockers and breeding 
cattle have been returned to the 
country from the Winnipeg stock- 
yards through the instrumentality of 
the rural credit societies and are now 
grazing on Manitoba grass. In con- 
nection with new breaking, repay- 
ment of money used for this purpose 
is not required until the borrower has 
had a return from the investment. 
Money borrowed on notes this spring 
can be retained until the fall of 1920, 
the notes being renewed in the fall. 
The same applies to purchase of 
stock, out of which there might be no 
cash return for a couple of years, or 
even three years. 

The benefits of these socicties are 
especially noticeable in remote dis- 
tricts, where in the past there have 
been neither railways, banks nor other 
similar conveniences. In these reg- 
ions the settlers have had no credit 
facilities, nor any possibility of credit, 
and their progress has been corres- 
pondingly slow. Through the opera- 
tion of the societies they have ob- 
tained a measure of credit, and also 
the benefit of expert advice in connec- 
tion with farm operations.

Fruit On Prairie 


Prairie Provinces Will Soon Blossom 
Into Fruit Country 

The Prairie Provinces produce a 
not inconsiderable yield of fruit, 
mostly small fruits, as shown in the 
Canada Year Book for 1918, issued by 
the Dominion Statistician. For the 
three provinces, as stated, the number 
of apple trees in bearing was 2,574; 
of apple trees not in bearing 10,618. 
Other orchard trees bearing numbered 
7,210, and non-bearing 3,273. ‘The 
orchard acreage is 674, and that of 
gardens 32,764. Of strawberries, the 
production was 20,355 quarts; of rasp- 


berries, 39,935 quarts; of currants, 
31,355 quarts; of gooseberries, 11,609 
quarts; of other small fruits, 499 


quarts; of apples, 1,899 bushels; and 
of other orchard fruits, 1,393 bushels.

At the annual council mecting of 
the British National Transport Wor- 
kers’ Federation, held at Swansea, 
Will Thorne, Labor M.P., condemned 
the resolution in connection with con- 
scription, intervention in Russia, re- 
lease of conscientious objectors, and 
raising the blockade, which were plac- 
ed at the “fag end” of the triple alli- 
ance (miners, railwaymen and trans- 
port workers) meeting in Southport] - 
in connection with the coal crisis. Mr. 
Thorne said that for his part he was 
not very much concerned about rais- 
ing the blockade. He recalled the po- 
sition of the Allies this time last year, 
when the Germans were sinking every 
food ship at sight. The Germans, he} 
declared, were absolutely responsible 
for the present shortage in Great Bri- 
tain and Germany. The Germans were

quite unconcerned during the submar-} 
ine campaign about depriving British} 


women and children of food, They 
were unconcerned about the babies 
then, but now they were crying like 
big babies because the blockade was 
still there, (Cheers.) 

J. Havelock Wilson, Coalition La- 
bor M.P. for South Shields, condemn- 
ed the triple alliance leaders for en- 
gaging in ill-directed activities. He 
declared that capitalists were afrai 
to develop industry because of the ab- 
sence of guarantees for the future. It 
was the stunts of Robert Williams & 
Co. which created unemployment. He 
condemned the conscription cry as 
“flapdoodle.” The only people con- 
cerned about conscientious objectors, 
he said, were a handful of men of Bol- 
shevik tendency, and characterized 
Lenine and Trotsky as’ two damned 
rogues and rascals, not “white an- 
gels.” The vote of censure on the ex- 
ecutive of the Transport Federation 
for exceeding its powers in connection 
with the Southport resolution was de- 
feated by “a large majority, but the 
conference by resolution carried Ben 
Tillet’s resolution not permitting the 
executive to commit unions affiliated 
with the federation to strike action 
unless the unions themselves ballotted 
for it.

Overpayments were first discovered 
as the resnlt of an inquiry held/in 
1917, They are due in most cases to 
overlapping of payments in England 
and Canada, which could not always 
be avoided. 

Mr. Jacobs asked the witness if it 
was so that pensions had been paid 
to the relatives of soldiers believed 
to be dead, and they had turned up 
safe and sound. Mr. Cox said he had 
heard of only one case of that kind. 

To Mr. Parent, the witness stated 
that over forty thowsand dollars 
overpayment has so far been recoy- 
ered from the war service gratuity 
fund? 


Suing Labor Unions 
For Losses By Strike 


Important Question Raised by Suit in 
Courts of the United States 

Pittsburgh, Pa. — The people of 

Pittsburgh, through A, E. Anderson, 
an attorney, filed a suit in equity in 
court here against the Amalgamated 
Association of Street and Electric 
Railway —employees, in which the 
tnion is asked to pay damages of 
2,035,000.78, which sum it is claimed 
was lost by the people as a result of 
the recent strike of the street car em- 
ployecs. 

The suit raises the question of the 
right of employees engaged in such 
ajservice to strike to enforce demands 
for better pay and improved working 
conditions. Receivers of tlie Pitts- 
burgh railway company are named as 
party defendants.

The Poles 
will attack us in the east. In a short 
time trains will cease to run owing to 
lack of coal. Our towns will be with- 
out gas, food and clectricity, and we 
will be unable to thresh the new corn 
except with the flail, Our industries 
will cease owing to lack of raw ma- 
terials. ~~ In short, the life of the 
whole nation will come to a stend- 
still and collapse.”

British War Secretary Announces 
Some Cases Laid Before 
Investigators 

London, — Winston Spencer Churs 
chill, secretary for war, announced in” 
the house that the facts in the follow- 
ing cases had been laid before the 
committee appointed by ‘the attorney 
general to investigate alleged viola 
tions of the laws of war: 

Private McGraw, 1st Coldstream 
Guards, was tied to a post for three 
hours in a snowstorm on December 
7, 1914, at Gastrow camp and died 
early the next day, probably from 
pneumonia. 

Private Stimpson, Ist Coldstream 
Guards, reported to have been wound- 
ed in the thigh with a sword in the 
hands of a German adjutant at 
Schneidemuhl camp on November 7, 


1915, died in a hospital January 6, 
1916, 

Private Skett, 3rd Coldstream 
Guards, was a prisoner of war at 


Pinue, on the eastern front, and be- 
ing exhausted after a lohg march in 
the snow on April 7, 1917, was unable 
to proceed. He was ordered by a 
sentry to move on. On replying that 
he was unable to do so, the sentry 
deliberately killed him.

Paris, France.—The Matin announ- 
ces the discovery of an organization 
working in this country since - the 
armistice for robbing France of 1,000,- 


000,000 francs in gold, which, it is be- 


lieved, still lies in the possession of 
the French people. By ingenious me- 
thods the gold is being centralized in 
Italy, whence it is sent to Germany. 
Several arrests have been made and 
gold scized to the value of 35,000 
francs. 


Command Riga Gulf

Canadian Wheat Condition Good

area sown to wheat in Canada this

The tactlessness, lack of good taste, 
and utter mental obtuseness of the 
average Prussian is well illustrated by 
a breach of the proprietics committed 
last fall when Germany made her ap- 
peal for an armistice, the-effender be- 
ing no less a personage than Gen. 
Hans Von Winterfeldt, chief military 
plenipotentiary of the mission sent by 
Germany to call on Marshal Foch to 
arrange for terms. 

It appears that General Von Win- 
terieldt, been well 
informed on points of military cour- 
| tesy, since he was reared at the court 
of Berlin and later spent many y 
in as military attache, some 
months before the the 
| war was seriously injured in an auto- 
mobile while attending 
manocuvres of the French army in the 
south of France. He was tended with 
}the utmost solicitude by the most 
etuinent French surgeons. During his 
illness President Poincare called on 
him and decorated him with the Cross 
of Officer of the Legion of Honor. 

When the war broke out Von Win- 
terfeldt took charge of the ¢spionage 
service of the German Government at 
San Sebastian in Spain, doing no end 
lot harm to the people who had treat- 
ed him with such consideration, 

How the Prussian general. roused 
the ire of the French marshal during 
the armistice negotiations is thus re- 
\Iated by a writer in the New York 
Evening Sun: 

Marshal’ Foch received the German 
delegates in the railroad car which he 
made his home, and which was then 
switched on a siding in the forest of 
Compiegne. When the German emis- 
saries were ushered into his presence 
and Von Winterfeldt saluted, the 
ordinarily impassive marshal’s eye- 
brows, for once in the war, went up. 
No wonder, for the German general 
had had the incredible impudence to 
don the the Cross of 
Officer of the Legion of Honor, be- 
stowed upon him by President Poin- 
care before the war, in total disregard 
of the fact that all French distine- 
tions bestowed upon Germans had 
been cancelled by the war, in the same 
way that French naval and military 
ens had “scrapped” ev-

Pack Eggs For Winter 


Eggs can be packed now for next 
winter's use,- G, E, Greaves, with the 
Extension Division, North Dakota

shipped back in the winter when the 
price had nearly doubled, This “was 
poor economy and could have been 
largely avoided if some of the eggs 
had been packed. Any housewife can 
procure waterglass from the local 
drug store, and by following instruc- 
tions she can pack enough eggs dur- 
ing the summer months to last her 
through the winter, and at a very 
small cost. Other preservatives -can 
be used, such as lime, salt, of limé and 
salt, but waterglass ts cleaner.—North 
Dakota Agricultural College.

Paris.—Frederick William Hohen- 
zollern, the former German Crown 
Pring, has escaped from Holland and 
mad@is way into Germany. 

Hints have come from Germany 
within the past few days that the mil- 
itary caste there would not be averse 
to bringing about a inilitary situation 
within the former empire that would 
embarrass the allics in putting the 
peace treaty into effect, and it seems 
not impossible that the move made 
by the ex-Crown Prince is credited 
with some such plan, 

The former Crown Prince made 
his way into Holland shortly after 
the signing of the armistice last No- 
vember, and was interned there by the 
Dutch government, taking up his re- 

—sidence on the island of Wieringen, 
in the Zuyder Zee. 

Pending details, official discussion 
of the event and its bearing on Ger- 
man affairs, and the question whether 
it involyea violation of neutrality by 
Holland, is withheld. 

Retent Berlin dispatches printed 
in the Paris newspapers are recalled 
in which unnamed but allegedly well- 
placed persons commented on the 
sinking of the German fleet in Scapa 
Flow and the burning of French bat- 
tle flags, said they were not surprised, 
and declared that other equally 
startling events might_be anticipated.

Incited by speeches from agita- 
tors in Alexanderplatz, mobs attack- 
ed and robbed pedestrians and mal- 
treated isolated soldiers, Troops sent 
to Alexanderplatz were fired upon by 
crowds in the streets and from the 
roofs of buildings, They finally suc- 
ceeded in clearing the streets, Else- 
where in the city, bands of marauders 
robbed shops* and attacked citizens, 
rifling their pockets.
